When captions are available, you can turn them on or off during playback. If a video has captions 
available in many languages, you'll also be able to choose a language. From the Google Play Movies & TV 
Settings menu, you can select default language settings that will be used for all videos you rent or 
purchase. 

Some videos may have captions that can't be removed.
